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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-12, 14-22, and 24-26 are pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/22/2009 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-12, 14-22, and 24-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses presenting a list of identity information from a self-identity information store for 
a principal using the initiating system to select information to include in a first identity 
information document. The prior art fails to teach or suggest receiving a second 
selection of identity information from the list of identity information from the self-identity 
information store stored in memory for inclusion in the second identity information 
document, wherein the second selected identity information comprises a second subset 
of identity information relating to the principal in the self-identity information store, and 
wherein the second subset of identity information is specific to the second intended 
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receiving system and is different from the first subset of identity information. The 
initiating system is disclosed in Fig. 3 and comprises a processing unit and a storage 
area.
